(2) Longer items to be finished in more than $ days: 
requests will be made by submitting to the Chief, XCD, a 
properly executed "Project Request Jbx* (OGL-1),* li s tin g 
the title, description dad justification of the proposed 
project. Upon receipt of this foxm the Chief, DID, will 
assign a member of his planning staff to give say necessszy 
assistance in planning and coordinating the project. Action 
is taken twice weekly on such requests, and we will be 
notified promptly after action ie taken. 

2. Requests under lb(2), above, will be approved and forwarded by 
the Office of the Chief, $RE. 

3. A supply of forms is furnished herewith to each branch.
